A Resolution to This Effect Is Adopted, but 
Not by a Unanimous Vote—Mayor Wash- 
burne No Longer Takes “The Tribune”

At the meeting of the Council last evening 
Ald, Goldzier introduced the following pre- 
amble and resolution: . : 

Wunnnas. An ordinance was passed by the 
Council Feb. 29, granting to the Chicago Power 
Supply and Smoke Abating company a certain 
franchise for iaying pneumatic tubes and other 
pipes in, under, along, and over the streets and 
alleys of the City, of Chicago: and 


Wu, The power of the City Council in 


regard to permits for opening of streets is derived 
from Seo. 13, Art. 5, of the City Charter, which 
gives power to the Council to regulate the open- 
ings therein for the laying of gas or water mains 
and pipes and the building and repairing of 
sewers, tunnels, and drains, and erecting gas- 
lights; and 

Wuerkas, Neither said section nor any other 
part of the city charter empowers the City Coun- 
cil to grant franchises for pneumatic tubes, and 
serious doubts exist as to whether the City Coun- 
cil has such power; and 


Wuereas, Such ordinance contains no Iimita - 


tion of the duration of such franchise and it is 
questionable whether such ordinance without 
8 limitation is valid and binding; therefore 
it 8 

Resolved. That the Corporation Counsel of the 
City of Chicago be and he is hereby instructed to 
render to the City Counsel an opinion regarding 
the validity of the ordinance in question, cover- 
ing specimcaliy the points mentioned herein, and 
citing all authorities in connection herewith upon 
which he relies for his opinion.

Manager J. B. De Meyer Tells 

#4 Brewers Would Use It. 
A secret meeting of brewers was held 
Sunday afternoon over near the Hoffman 
Brewery. Neither Al, George, or Wallie 
‘Hoffman could be seen as to the result of the 
conference, .J. B, De Meyer, the manager for 
the Hoffman Bros, Brewery company at No. 
207 West Madison st naid: “I know 
something about the conference, The news- 
papers stated that under the new ordinance 
granted to the compressed air company 
anything could be pumped through the pipes 
and that the ordinance was for sale. Now the 
Hoffman boys believed Under this that beer 
could be pumped . through the mains 
laid in accord with this ordinatice, so this 
meeting was held. Their idea, as I understand 
it, is to pump beer, ale, and porter through 
those pipes, and to furnish these fluids to 
every residence and business house, Then 
when any one wanted ‘a beer’ at his home or 
business place be has only to turn a faucet. 

It is understood that this franchise covers 
the pumping of beer. It is said the ordinance 
is in the market for sale. I am told that the 
brewers are ready to buy it at any price 
asked by the promoters, and will begin pump- 
ing beer through the pipes as soon as they are 
laid. The interested brewers say that, while 
it is a novel-experiment, they believe it will 
work satisfactorily. They are willing to pay 
the price for the franchise which 
apparently is for sale and they will furnish 
beer through those pipes to all the residences 
and business places of the city within one week 
| after the pipes are laid. 

The brewers think this is a great as well 
as a novel scheme. If it is generally known 
that Chicago furnishes beor to residences and 
business places the same as water iv provided 
through pipes in the old- cities, will 
it not be an additional inducement for outside 
people to attend the Worla’s Fair?”

Position of Commissioner Knapp. 
Said Commissioner Knapp: “ Every public 
statute, however wise in principle or beneficial 
in purpose, depends largely for its enforce- 
ment upon a general public sentiment in ac- 
cord with its provisions. The favoritism, par- 
tiality, and exactions which the Inter-State 
Commerce law was designed to gorrect re- 
sulted in a large measure from a widespread 
misapprehension of the nature of transporta- 
tion and its relation to commercial and indus- 
trial progress. It has been regarded by many 
unthinking persons as a species of commod- 
ity, and therefore the proper subject of bar- 
gain and sale, like any merchandise. Such a 
view is utterly erroneous and misleading. 
Transportation is in no sense an article of 
commerce: it has none of the attributes of 
property; it is not a nor a chose in 
ee Te htly be considered only b- 

t can rig consi only as a pu 
lic facility furnished by the carrier, and a 
privilege which every person may enjoy at 
pleasure. It is a common right to Which all 
are admitted and from which none can be ex- 
cluded. The essence of this right is equality, 
and its exercise can be complete only when it 
is secured on equal terms by all who desire its 
benefits. The railroad exists by virtue of 
authority ing from the State, 

It differs radically from every form of 
private enterprise. It can only be carried on 
under present conditions by taking private 
property against the will of the owner, and 
that high prerogative belongs te the 
government alone. The carrier must of 
necessity exercise extraordinary powers 
which can only be secured from and delega 
by the State, and through the delegated power 
it performs a why eager function. Its vo- 
cation is peculiar for it is essentially public; 
its office is from the people and for ple. 
The railroad, therefore, can rightfully do 
nothing which the State itself might not do, if 
it performed this public service through its 
own agents instead of 8 to cor- 
porations which it has created. the gov- 
ernment took upon itself the duty of supply- 
ing the public need in this direction, no sort 
ot discrimination would be tolerated or even 
thought of. : 

Rule of Proportion Enforced, 

**Tn.all matters which the government as- 
sumes to control the rule of proportion is uni- 
formly enforced. No discount from uniform 
charges is ever allowed because the volume of 
business is exceptionally large. The differ- 
ence between wholesale and retail is never 
recognized in fixing the compensation for any 
service which the State performs; the amount 
of service never affects the price; much or 
little, it is all the same proportion. Thus equal 
right and opportunity are secured to all, and 
that is the unvarying condition of personal 
liberty. large shipper is entitied to 
no advantage over the small shipper in 
respect of rates or accommodat.ons, any more 
than the man who mails 1,000 letters a day is 
entitled to lower postage than he who sends 
only one a month. There is the same rate of 
import duties whether the entry be a case or 
a cargo. To allow any exceptions to this funda- 
mental rule is to. subvert the principle. upon 
which free institutions depend and substitute 
arbitrary caprice for equ ty right. 

“The recognition of this the education 
of the public to an appreci of the neces- 
sity for enforcing this salutary will ulti- 
mately secure the observance of present 
law because its violation will be regarded as 
obnoxious and criminal infractions upon 
the postal or revenue enactments of Congress. 
The act to regulate commerce is opposed to 
usages so long continued and so familiar that 
their unjust and demoralizing character has 
not been clearly perceived, but it is the ex- 
pression of a great principle and a long step 
towards such regulation of the agencies of 
transportation as will make them equally 
available to all, withoutdiscrimination between 
individuals or communities. 

That more was expected from its opera- 
tion is undoubtedly true, but those fainiliar 
with the situation understand the great differ- 
ence between past and present practices. The 
law is doubtless inadequate in the methods 
provided for enforcing its provisions, and 
those charged with its administration are em- 
barrassed by manifuld difficulties and the 
vast magnitude of the subject. It can hardly 
be their fault if obedience to this statute is 
not fully secured, or if its theory and purppse 
have not been wholly accepted in the short 
time since it was enacted. 

A clearer understanding of its objects and 
a better public sentiment, stimulated by an 
independent press, pointing out the needs and 
reflecting the opinions of the people, aided by 
such needful amendmegt as experience may 
suggest, will fully vindicate the policy of the 
Inter-Stete Commerce law by bringing the 
great transportation interests of the country 
into general harmony with its requirements. 
The law is right; its enforcement is a matter 
of public and private duty.“ 


OPINIONS OF SENATORS ON THE LAW. 


Cullom Would Strengthen the Administra- 
tive Feature—Amendment Is Necessary. 
Wasmxorox, D. C., March 7.—[ Special.] 

Senator Cullom as the original framer of the 

law and as Chairman of the Inter-State com- 

mittee is recognized as the most potential 
factor in Congress in shaping inter-State leg- 
islation.

It Will Not Be Repealed. 

The effort that is now being made to break 
down any legislative control over the com- 
mon carriers of the country will not succeed. 
Whatever may the defects of the present act 
there will always bé a statute upon our statute 
books the pur of which will be to control 
the conduct of the common carriers of the 
country, with whom the people are called upon 
to deal, and common carriers might as well 
understand early as late that in an effort to 
destroy our statute they are in danger of get- 
ting a subsequent one that may be stronger in 
its terms than the one already on the statute 
books.“ 

5 * . in regard to pooling, Senator Cul- 
om? 

Tho question of pooling, I can only say as 
I have said before, t when subject was 
before Congress in.its inception I was greatly 
in doubt whether it was wise to incorporate a. 
provision of law prohibiting pooling. I am 
not yet convinced some provision of law 
should not be passed permitting the pooling 
under some kind of regulation and control by 
government authority, but I have not been 
able to see that the ple were satisfied that 
repeal or substantial modification of the sec- 
tion 7 pooling would be regarded as 
wise. I have therefore taken no special steps 
to modify that provision as yet. I have yet to 
find many men who, when asked if they were 
willing to allow a common carrier to charge 
more for u short than a longer distance, said 
that they were. 

The shipper in Iowa has never yet been 
to admit that the man in Nebraska 
should have his producta carried to Chicago, 
for instance, at.a less rate than would be given 
to the man in Iowa for. carrying his to 
same point, and so that * might be en- 
larged upon indefinitely. In short, the vital 
question is whether the Inter-State Commefce 
act now on the statute books or any other ean 
be enforced sufficiently to satisfy the people 
and to protect all the people in their rights, 
Whether they be large shippers or small.“ 

Senator Jones Thinks It Effective, 


Senator Jones of Arkansas is a member of 
the Inter-State committee and has been a 
careful student of the law. He said: “I 
must have time to study out Tus Taimone 
article. The paper has done a very good 
thing in making its investigation. Speaking 
off-hand, I should not say that the Inter-State 
Commission is ineffective. I would rather 

ut it that it is not completely effective. 

ow far we can specifically increase its 
powers or make it more effective requires 
careful consideration, There are nice ques- 
tions of law involved, but our committee is 
going into the subject thoroughly and we 
shall seek to do what is best.“ 
Allison Sees One Great Defect. 

J can point one grave defect.“ said Sen- 
ator Allison, and it does not reflect on the 
commission. Tam Trisune truly states that 
the law has not worked out as it should have 
worked out. The principle is all right and the 
law will never be repealed. But the great 
point is to remedy a railroad evil quickly. | It 
is well enough to talk about the courts furnish- 
ing a remedy, but as an actual fact we 
know that the ordinary court processes hre 
not quick enough to right the wrong 
which may be done the shipper. I think the 
Inter-State Commission should be composed 
of nine members, one for each judicial cir- 
cuit, and they should sit somewhat as the 
Judges do in circuits. A railroad center like 
Chicago ought always to have one Commis- 
sioner there, ready to receive complaints, pass 
on them, and apply the remedy if any is re- 
quired. How would it look for the North- 
western, the Burlington, or the Rock Island 
to have its general manager located in Wash- 
ington? Yet there is just as much reason for 
a government Commissioner to be located in 
Chicago as there 1s for the general manager of 
a great rajlroad to be there. 

“I would give the commission a bigger ap- 
propriation and extend its executive jurisdic- 
tion. When we have cured this defect in the 
machinery of the law we may look to a rém- 
edy for the other defects.“ * 

New tngiand Favors the Law. 

„New England has never been much in 
favor of the Inter-State law.“ said Senator 
Frye of Maine. I don't believe in the law at 
all and I didn’t vote for it. I tell you Con- 
gress can’t get ahead of the railroads when it 
undertakes to regulate the business of the 
country. But, assuming that the law is here 
to stay in spite of my individual objections, 
Tue Tripune’s investigation ought tu be use- 
ful in furnishing material for amendments.“ 

Senator Platt of Connecticut was a meinber 
of the Inter-State committee when the law 
was passed. He favored government regula- 
tion, but did not believe pooling could be pro- 
hibived, and he therefore opposed it. His com- 
ment today was: “The Inter-State law 
wouldn't be a bad law if that anti-pooling sec- 
tion were repealed.”’ 

Senator McPherson of New Jersey asa busi- 
ness-man has a practical knowledge of rail- 
road methods. He said: “I think the law 
should be amended, and the first amendment 
ought to be of the anti-pooling section. That 
works in the interest of the strong roads 
against the weak ones, and its tendency ‘is to 
destroy competition. I imagine, as Tan 
TRIBUNE states, that by this time the people 
of tne West have found that the long and 
short haul clause keeps up high rates. I think 
it might as well be abandoned.“ |

I believe that the powers of Congress are 
ample to make the Inter-State Commerce act 
efficient, and to bring to punishment those 
who disregard its provisions. As before said, 
Jam unwilling at this time to indicate what 
amendments I think ought to be passed. We 
have under consideration an amendment 
which will I think meet the views of the Su- 
preme Court as expressed in the Counselman 
case. 

Great Imperfections in the Law. 

Mr. O'Neill ot Pennsylvania, a member of 
the Inter-State Commerce committee who 
voted against the Inter-State Commerce act, 
says there are great itnperfections in the law 
for practical business purposes, and growing 
dissatisfaction among the people that there is 
such a law on the statute book, but he has not 
heard much complaint from the railroad peo- 
ple. He is unwilling tosay that he would vote 
to repeal the law or whut amendments he 
would favor. He thinks there was undue 
prejudice against pooling at the time of the 
passage of the act; that the long and short 
haul section is a bad feature; and that it is un- 
just to the railroads that the law does not ap- 
ply to transportation by water as well as by 
land. The fact that so many cases are brought 
before the commission is sufficient evidence 
that the law does not work smoothly or satis- 
factorily. 

Mr. Burrows of Michigan says some govern- 
ment regulation of inter-State traffic is wise. 
It may be necessary to amend the law in many 
particulars. He is not prepared to say in 
what respects, but he will sustain anything 
that will make it effective." It is a great sub- 
ject and it will require years of trial and prob- 
ably many changes to adapt it to conflicting 
conditions and make it work equitably to all 
interests. He isin favor of the maintenance 
of the law and such changes in it as experience 
may dictate. 

Mr. Blanchard of Louisiana—The law is 
experimental and crude, but I approve of the 
principle underlying it think the law 
should be amended as time and trial shuw to 
be necessary. 

Col, Abner Taylor—The law operates to 
strengthen the large lines and kill the smaller 
ones. I would vote to repeal it at any time. 


Simpser Says It Is a Froud, 


Mr. Jeremish Simpson of Kansas—The 

law 1s a fraud and it ought to be repealed.

The perfection of the 
commog law is the result of hundreds of 
years of experience, and the experience of the 
railroads, the shippers, and the people general- 
ly will enable the members of the House and 
Senate not only to act more intelligently upon 
this subject but to formulate amendments that 
will reach the evils that the law was originally 
intended to correct and work no hardships to 
railroads that are honestly and fairly conduct- 
ed under the law. 

Representative Brookshire of Indiana—I 
do not know how the law works from obser- 
vation, but if one-quarter of what is alleged 
by Tun Tors is true the law needs remed- 
eling. The law is, I presume, like many laws, 
somewhat crude. eideais all right, but 
the construction is faulty. As a matter of 
fact, a law so intricate as the Inter-State 
Commerce law is must necessarily be more or 
leas imperfect, Only the application of it can 
develop its defects. 

Representative Crain of Texas—I don’t 
know of my personal knowledge a b 
thing as to how the law works, but Tas TM.

It 
goes without saying that Tun Inu makes 
a strong showing against the law as it now 
stands; Presuming that its allegations are 
correct, I should say several important 
amendments are in order.

Representative Outhwaite of Ohio—Tuxz 
TripunzE makes a strong case.

Evening Journal; Taz Tammo has been in- 
vestigating the operauons of the Inter-State Com- 
merce act in the West.

| Better No Law at All than the Present One as 


It Now Works: Is the Inter-State Law a Sue 
dess or a failure?’ The evident answer te the 
last conundrum should be that it is a 
failure.” Every man of observation and hav- 

a scintilia of experience knows that 
itis a failure. This is not the extent of the en- 
tire truth. It was always a failure, even when 
obeyed to a greater or less extent. It never gave 
to the producer a better price for his products ; it 
never evened rates, it never furnished to the con- 
sumer what he needed at a less cost. It has 
never benefited to the extent of a dollar any mem- 
ber of the classes for whose protection it was 
supposed to have been enacted. It has benefited 
nobody but those who have drawn salaries under 
its provisions and railroad lawyers who have 
been employed to study and demonstrate the 
ways in which it is a failure. 

In practice this act has been a dead jetter ever 
since the railways first got to work under it in- 
— 213 except in such parts as the railroads 
needed its protection against previous abuses 
from which they had suffered. Now, the court 
decisions have eliminated its vital provisions. 
No lawful testimony can be procured as to the 
facts of its violation. Contracts with Canadian 
or Mexican roads are not controlled by its pro- 
visions, It oppressesa few roads without con- 
nections through foreign countries, and that is 
about all that is left of it. 

There should be some system of legal super- 
vision over the railroad corporations and over 
other corporations. They may be guilty of ex- 
cesses in the use of power and of violating pub- 


‘lic rights. But ironclad rules fixing rates with- 


out regard to distance, cost, competition, differ- 
ences quantity and kinds of cargo are an in-

He may return to his first love, however, 
when he sees a Rochester dispatch which 
reads thus: 


The salt market has gone to pieces as the result 
of the collapse of the Western New York combine. 


Dairy salt is down 40 per cent, and common salt

THE WORLD'S FAIR APPROPRIATION 
BILL. 
Fair bill, as finally agreed 


The World’s 


upon, has been introduced in the House by 


Mr. Durborow, Chairman of. the Com- 
mittee on the World’s Columbian Com- 
mission, It provides in substance 
that Congress shall appropriate $6,000,- 
000 for the purpose of completing the work, 
which Chicago has begun, in a manner which 
shall reflect credit upon the Nation and com- 
port with the magnitude of the scheme; and 
$1,050,000 to provide for the expenditures in- 
cident and necessary to the discharge of the 
duties devolving upon the National Commis- 
sion; or a total of $6,050,000. The disbursing 
of the first sum is to be placed in the hands 
of an official to be named by the President, 
and will be applied upon estimates made by 
the Chief of the Bureau of Construction of the 
Exposition. Monthly reports to the Secretary 
of the Treasury are required, and out of the 
net amount received into the Exposition’s 
treasury “ there 1s to be paid to the Secretary 
of the Treasury of the United States such pro- 
portion of the amount received into the 
treasury of the Exposition as the amount ap- 
propriated by this act bears to the amount 
which has been subscribed and paid or may 
hereafter be contributed and paid by the 
stockholders and by the City of Chicago for 
the preparation, completion, and conduct of 
said Exposition.” The second sum, named 
above, is to be disbursed on vouchers ap- 
proved by the Board of Reference and Con- 
trol of the National Commission and by its 
President and Secretary, and will be devoted 
to the payment of judges and examiners, the 
expenses of meetings, salaries, deficiencies, 
the Board of Lady Managers, and the cost of 
dies, medals, and diplomas. , 

-The preamble of the bill contains some of 
the reasons why the appropriation should be 
made, as, for instance, that the site has been 
furnished and more than the $10,000,000 re- 
quired by act df Congress has been raised; 
that larger buildings and more extended facil- 
ities have been required than were contem- 
plated originally; and that the people of the 
United States have patriotically inaugurated 
and given pledge to carry forward said enter- 
prise to success in a manner commensurate 
with the importance of the event to be com- 
memorated and so as to comport with the dig- 
nity and honor of the nation.“ 

The most imperative reason why Congress 
should appropriate the money asked for is be- 
cause Congress decided to hold this Fair and also 
decided to hold it at Chicago. It authorized the 
President, after he was satisfied that Chicago 
1 had fulfilled every requirement of the bill, to 
make an official announcement to the world, 
and this has been done through the Secretary 
of State. The various nations have been in- 
vited to send exhibits, and fifty-nine of them 

have formally accepted the invitations, and 
many others informally. At no Exposition 
ever held before has there been such a general 
representation of foreign nations as will be 
seen at Chicago in 1893, and nothing like it 


was expected at the outset. If the Fair should 


result in failure, or if it should not comport 
with the demands made upon its facilities not 
only by foreign powers but by every State 
and Territory in the Union, the failure would 
lie at the door not of Chicago but of the peo- 
ple of the United States. It is not a local Fair 
but a national Fair, and the Nation must do its 
‘share or shoulder the responsibility for a fail- 
ure superinduced by ita own parsimony. The 
New York Tribune puts the matter in the true 
light when it says: 2 
It would have been thought by Americans a dis- 
graceful thing if the great Paris Exposition nad 
been rendered discreditable by partisan opposi- 
tion or by the failure of government to provide 
the requisite funds. In the light of this sugges- 
tion perhaps Americans may be able to compre- 
hend how it will appear to people of other coun- 
tries if the great Exposition at Chicago is suffered 
to wes daha ashabby and discreditable affair by 
reason of partisan opposition, The world will not 
know any party in the matter. It will only know 
that the United States deliberately decided upon 
a Worid's Fair in honor of the discovery of this 
country by Columbus, and, having so decided, aft- 
erward refused to make the appropriations neces- 
sary to insure its success. 


Chicago will not deprecate a full and fair 
discussion ot this bill upon its merits, but it 
will protest against pig-headed partisan op- 
position or equally pig-headed partisan 
stinginess on the part of the richest nation on 
earth. It only asks fora free, open, and full 
discussion of what it has done and what re- 
mains to be done, and of the necessity that 
the money needed to make the Exposition a 
success shall be appropriated. The President's 
special message should aid the friends of the bill. 
He not only emphasized the national character 
of the undertaking and declared that the work 
of the Illinois corporation was fully com- 


„ and | mensurate with the national and international 


character of the enterprise contemplated by 
sa ys eee body not to 
witbhold reasonable support to “ one 
ee ee rae te. 
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Under the new election law any man who 
can get the necessary number of signatures 
to his petition can have his name printed on 
the official ballot. He has no expenses. Men 
cannot be bulldozed out of voting for him if 
they wish to do so. The voters instead of 
having but two personsto choose between will 
have three or more. It is possible that the 
result of this will be to send better men to the 
Council than has been the case in the past. 
Certainly the state of things cannot be made 
worse. 

If the experiment isa failure and voters 
will persist in casting their ballots for the 
nominees of corrupted or bossed primaries, 
because they havea party label, then it will 
be necessary to go to the Legislature for relief 
and ask it to amend the city charter so as to 
provide that no franchise shall be given away 
by the Council without the ratification of the 
people. The charter should provide that in a 
case like that of the Power Supply company, 
where rights are given away with no geo- 
graphical limitation but the boundaries of the 
city, the ordinance should be submitted to the 
vote of the people of the entire city, so that 
they might decide whether the grant should 
be made. If the franchise asked for con- 
cerned only the people of one division of the 
city or of one ward then the question of giv- 
ing it might be submitted to the voters of the 
more limited area. This principle is recog- 
nized to a certain extent in the case of street 
and elevated railroads, where the consent of a 
given number of property-owners has to be 
obtained. | 

Supposing this Power Supply ordinance 
were to be submitted to a popular vote, does 
any one imagine that it would be ratified? 
It would be discussed fully, and the value of 
the privileges to be given explained. This 
was not done in the Council. The voters are 
too numerous to be bribed. The Aldermen 
are not. If thorough investigation showed 
the ordinance to be a good one, the voters 
would be forit. Ifnot, it would meet with 
their disapproval. 

The value and the kind of franchises which 
future Councils will have it in their power to 
sell, if that power is not taken from them, 
will increase steadily, and if ‘the ability of 
Aldermen to dispose of the property of the 
citizens is not checked, the corruption of to- 
day will be but as a bagatelle as compared 
with that of a few years hence, when rights of 
way on and beneath the surface of the streets 
and alleys will be worth ten times what they 
are now. Consequently the Aldermen should 
be stripped ofa portion of their authority, 
and the consent of the people be made a pre- 
requisite to the granting away of the property 
of the people. 

The constitutional history of Illinois shows 
a succession of limitations of legislative pow- 
er. The Constitution of 1818 gave the General 
Assembly unbounded authority. It used it to 
plunge the State into an internal improve- 
ment system and bankruptcy. The Constitu- 
tion of 1848 provided that the , Legislature 
should incur no debt beyond a small specified 
sum without submitting the question to the 
people. The legislative power to pass private 
laws and grant illimitable franchises, having 
been grossly abused, was taken away by the 
Constitution of 1870. 

The money-spending power of Councils has 
been checked by the law limiting them to 2 
per cent on the assessed valuation. for all but 
a few specified objects.

There is nothuig to hinder their turn- 
ing over the streets to water-supply concerns, 
But if the final decision is left with the people 
these thefts will ceasé and corrupt Councils 
and facile Mayors will lose a great part of their 
power for mischief, 


THE LIBERAL VICTORY IN LONDON, 

Complete returns of the elections Saturday 
last for members of the London City Coun. 
cils prove the victory of the Progressive Lib- 
erals to be far more sweeping and conclusive 
than was at first supposed or anticipated even 
by the most sanguine Gladstonians. Accord- 
ing to the London telegrams of yesterday the 
Liberals elect 84 of the 118 Councilors, This 
is a gain of sixteen members over the 
elections of February, 1889, when the success. 
ful candidates were sixty-eight Liberals, two 
Liberal Unionists (Sir John Lubbock and W. 
G. Lemon), and forty-eight Tories. The Tory 
membership in the new Council will be only 
thirty-four unless the Liberals in their gener- 
osity concede them a few of the Aldermen to 
be selected by the el Councilors. 

The magnitude of the Liberal victory will be 
better appreciated if comparison is made with 
the Parliamentary electiors of 1886, The 
County Council divisions are identical geo- 
gtaphically with the Parliamentary divis- 
ions of London, and the voters ard prac- 
tically the same, for few of the rated 
women entitled to vote at the Coun- 
cil elections exercise the franchise, and 
the Peers are not numerous enough to.count. 
Of the fifty-eight divisions of the British cap- 
ital the Tories carried forty-eight in 1886, 
electing forty-nine members of the House ot 
Commons (the City of London has two Tory 
members), and sending but ten members to 
the support of Mr. Gladstone. At by-elections 
since the Liberals won three more members. 
Now it appears that the Liberals at the 
Council elections have captured forty-two of. 
the fifty-eight seats. This magnificent gain 
will cheer the heart and lengthen the days of 
the Grand Old Man. 

The contest was fought out on distinctive. 
party lines. The Tories forced the fighting at 
first by refusing to reslect Lord Rosebery as 
one of the members for the City of London.

If the sea is opened 
to the limits as laid down by Lord Salisbury 
there can be no question that the slaughter 
will be proportionately increased, as the fe- 
males range over an area of 200 miles in quest 
of food. Lord Salisbury’s proposition, there- 
fore, is a mockery if not an insult to this 
country. It is made in the interests of the 
Canadian poachers gn the-qpe hand and Tory 
jingoes on the other, and should not be enter- 
tained by this government upon any consider- 
ation. Under its Operation the seals could 
not be protected pending the life of the Board 
of Arbitration, which is likely to last two 
years. I is more probable indeed that long 
before the board arrived at any decision there 
would be no seals left to arbitrate about. 
Until such a decision is reached the United 
States must hold possession of Bering Sea. -If 
England is not willing to renew the agree- 
ment of last year and protect the seals jointly 
with us then we must do it alone and save 
them from the murderous designs of the Ca- 
nadian poachers, If the decision is against 
us and we accept it there will be no course 
left but fo recede; but until the decision is 
made the United States shovld take such an 
attitude as will compe] the Canadians to come 
to terms, either by carrying out the terms of 
the President’s proclamation, warning their 
poachers out of the sea, or by clubbing the 
Canadian roads out of their bonding privi- 
leges. Unless these poachers are checked the 
rookeries speedily will be depopulated. That 
is the inevitable outcome, and the government 
must face it promptly. If it accedes to

it will consent to the ruin of the seal fisheries.

‘THE CONDITION, OF THE ¥FOUR‘MILE 


The report submitted by the two engineers 
appointed to make an investigation of the 
four-mile tunne! does not give all the informa- 
tion which is needed. While it points out de- 
fects it does not say how serious they are 
deemed to be or how much time and money it 
will take to cure them. Ifthe experts were 
not called on to report on these points the 
Council committee which employed them 
neglected its duty. 

Seemingly the most important fact stated 
by the engineers is that there are 1,000 feet of 
six-foot tunnel which they did not examine at 
all. A few hundred feet east of the shore the 
eight-foot tunnel divides into two six-foot 
ones. The southernmost of these is complete 
and open for a distance of 12,250 feet from 
shore. At the distance of 7,700 feet from the 
shore in the northern most tunnel bezins a sec- 
tion of 1,000 feet which is bulkheaded off at 
both ends. For all thatis known it may be 
full of water. The masonry inay have caved 
in in whole or part. Beyond the eastern bulk- 
head this tunnel is open and in good condition. 
Until this closed section is put in condition the 
capacity of the tunnel can be only that of a 
six-foot instead of an eight-foot.one. There- 
fore it would be interesting to know just 
what the state of that bulkheaded strip is. 

It appears from the report that there are 
some defects. in the accessible portions of the 
six-foot tunnels. In some places the water is 
working through and has washed out the 
cement. In others the arch has flattened as 
much as six or eight inches and the sides 
spread. Whether there is any likelihood that 
this process will continue is not stated. In 
one place the brick in the arch are disjointed, 
and it 1s evident that repairs will have to be 
made. On the whole, however, there is noth- 
ing alarming in all this. 

According to the engineers the work done 
from the four-mile crib westward on the eight- 
foot tunnel is in good condition, although the 
specifications are not strictly complied with 
as to the manner of laying the brick. While 
there should be a clear height of eight feet 
and two inches, it is stated that several 
measurements showed not more than one inch 
short in the required height.“ There should 


be no shortage, which lessens the capacity of 


the tunnel. It is possible, however, that the 
original specifications may have been changed, 
for the engineers say that while they asked 
for copies of all specifications and papers, and 
the committee ordered that they should have 
them, the latest document handed to them was 


dated November, 1889, They say: We doubt 


not that there may be other official papers au- 
thorizing the construction of the six-foot tun- 
nels as constructed, and fixing the prices, but 


the same have not heen submitted to us.“

Buntxw. Maron 7.—The spectacle of two 
well dressed young men diligently scrubbing 
and cleaning the statue of the Virgin in the 
market place, while a motley crowd of towns- 
people jeered at the perspiring? youths, was 
witnessed today at Suhl.

The authors of the outrage were quickly de- 
tected and their fathers were fined 500 marks 
each for the damage done to the statue, while 
the boys themselves were punished by being 
compelled to restore the monument to its 
original condition. 

Socialists Advanced and Moderate.

Afraid of Russian Nihilists.

TALKS ON BERING SEA MATTERS, 


Sir George Badeh-Powell Makes Light of 
Newspaper Reports. 

New York, March 7.—[Special. |—Sir George 
Baden-Powell of England, member of the 
Bering Sea Commission, was at the Windsor 
Hotel today. He stouted the idea of serious 
complications over the settlement of the seal 
question between this country and Great Brit- 
ain. He stated that what the commission was 
doing in Washington was secret in nature and 
could not be discussed. Sir George was re- 
minded that the newspapers had published 
the statement that Lord Salisbury had refused 
to renew the modus vivendi of last year. He 
answered with great emphasis: 

The newspapers are supposed to reflect the 
mirror of truth and often they do; but [ must 
state that in this instance they are wrong. Cer- 
tainly Lord Salisbury refuses to renew the modus 
vivendi of last year use the same conditions 
do not exist. Modus vivendi in this case is a mere 
phrase and means nothing. It is totally out of 
place in the present instance, and to 
make a point. do not mind saymg 
that the work of the commission is progressing 
favorably. In this country, where the Senate has 
a different political complexion from that of the 
Executive government, it cannot. be depended 
upon to ratify treaties and conventions made 
with other countries, but I think tais matter will 
be submitted to arbitration. In England the feel- 
ing prevails for our American cousins and any 
complications would be deplored. The general 
consensus of opinion in Great Britain, I think, 
favors the settlement by arbitration. We do not 
wish to have the seals destroyed. use Great 
Britain makes money out of them. The sealskins 
are dressed in England and English shipe carry 
the cargoes back and forth. The smallest money 
made in he business is by the catchers. It is 
not natural. then, to suppose that England 
wishes to exterminate the seals. Whatever can 
be done to prevent it isthe wish of our peopie 
and our goverament.

Receiver O. R. Glover of the long defunct 
Central National Bank of Chicago y 
began the payment. of the final dividends to 
the creditors. The last payment will atnount 
to a little over $190,000, it bemg 65.57 per cent 
on liabilities of $300,000. 

In the latter part of 1877 rumors began to 
circulate about the manner in which the 
affairs of the bank were conducted. Mr. 
Glover took charge of the books Dec. 10, 
President William F. Endicott shortly after- 
ward disappeared.

The affairs of the bank 
were found to be in utter confusion. 
President Endicott had bought up almost 
every worthless mortgage and turned them 
into the bank at face value. Of the capital 
stock of $200,000 he had $70,000 worth, his 
12-year-old daughter had $60,000 in her name, 
Mr. Endicott was indicted at the time for ein- 
bezzlement, and the indictment still hangs

Prof. John Fisk Talks to the Fortnightly.

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NORTH AND WEST SIBE CABLE 
LINES BLOCKADED, 


Patrons Caught in the Tunneland Forced 
to Wait There or Walk _Out—Horse as 
_ Well as Cable Cars Blockaded on the 
West Side—How the Trouble Originated 
~The Gripman Whe Was the , Cause of 
One Breakdown Runs Away and Has 
Not Yet Been Found. 


Misfortune attacked Mr. Yerkes’ street-car 
a yesterday with more than ordinary 
oro. 


At 2:30 yesterday afternoon the North Side 
cable suddenly went to sleep. When it did 
this five cable trains were in various parte of 
the La Salle street tunnel. For a time there 
was a panic. Passengers in the trains in the 
narrow passageways at the bottom of the 
tunnel were wedged in so tight that escape 
was almost impossible, while heavily-loaded 
trains appeared to be rushing down toward 
them. A number of nervous women in one 
of the trains began to wail and rush to the 
platform, attempting to get off between the 
car and the side of the tunnel, The conductor 
fortunately kept cool, and forced them to get 
back im the car and sit down. 

It was tifteen minutes before the cable 
moved again. 

At 5:30 a grip-car became disabled at Madi- 
son and Halsted streets, and by 6 o’clock 
there was a solid column of overioade: grip- 
trains lined up to the west entrance of the 
Washington street tunnel. It was at the 
rush time and every tram had two train- 
loads of people squeezed into it. 
At 6:30 the cable suddenly stopped. 
With the stopping of the cable a series of un- 
comfortable circumstances arose. Several 
trains were caught in the tunnel, and the pas- 
sengers either had to sit patiently in the drip- 
ping, slimy p or walk out. At the corners 
of Washington and Madison streets the cable 
stopped, leaving long trains on each of the 


crossings. These completely blocked all 


horse-cars on all the West Side lines, and cars 
were crowded up for blocks to either side. 

Carelesspess on the part of a gripman 
caused the last dlockade on the West Side. 
The loop which passes through the tunne 
connecting the West Side with the down-town 
district runs around a wheel on Madison 
street, near Jefferson. When a grip-car rounds 
the corner at Jefferson and Madison stréets 
it is necessary for the gripman to 
let go the down-town loop and throw 
back the lever tili the West Side 
loop is reached. The blockade was caused 
by the failure of the greépman to throw 
back the lever at the gts time. The grip 
crashed into the wheel around which the cabie 
runs, and the down-town portion of the sys- 
tem Was at a standstill. 

The gripman whose heedlessness caused the 
accident ran away from his car when he saw 
the mischief he had done. The street-car 
company could find no trace of him last night. 


CRUSHED IN AN ELEVATOR SHAFT.

Aside from this he had patents on several 
small machines. He had an office at No. 187

KILLED HIMSELF TO ESCAPE PAIN. 


Tired of Suffering, Harry Francisco Sent a 
Bullet Through Bis Brain. 

To escape from a paroxysm of rheumatic 
pain Harry Francisco, an old-time railroad 
man,and of late years a real estate dealer, 
sent a bullet into his brain yesterday noon at 
his residence, No. 697° Wash boulevard. 
He had been down to his office in the 
Chemical Bank Building, No. 85 Dearborn 
street, in the forenoon, and had left for home 
with the statement that he was not 
feeling well. At 12°45 Mrs. Francisco heard 
the report of a pistol in her husband’s room, 
followed by the sound of some one falling. 
She rushed up to the room and found her 
husband lying on the floor with a smoking 
revolver beside him. He looked up at her 
and smiled, and immediately after closed his 
eyes in. death. 

Francisco had gat on a chair before a large 
mirror, held the muzzle of his revolver against 
his right temple and tired. The terrified wife 
alarmea the neighbors, who came run- 
ning in. Dr. Burnside was summoned, but 
his patient was beyond the reach of medical 
aid long before he arrived. As far as could 
be learned there was no motive forthe deed 
other than a wish to escape the tortures of in- 
testinal rheumatism, with which he was af- 
flicted. Francisco’s friends say that for the 
last two years he had been sub at intervals 
to the most fearful paroxysms of pain and 
that at such times he had frequently threat- 
ened to end his suffering with a bullet. 

The police from the Warren Avenue Sta- 
tion were at once notified. A search of the 
dead man’s effects failed to reveal any writ- 
ten statement giving à reason for the suicide. 
An inquest will be held at the residence at 10 
a. m. today. Francisco’s brother, Charles 
Francisco, a conductor on the New York 
Central, and his daughter, Mrs. Harry 
Grosbeck of New ork City, were 
notified, and when they arrive arrangements 
for the funeral will be made. It is probable 
that the funeral will be held Thursday and that 
she interment will be at Raymond, III. Mr. 
Francisco was a thirty-second degree Mason, 
a “ Shriner,” a Scottish Rite Mason, a Knight 
Templar, and a member of the Brotherhood 
of Railway Conductors and of the Owl club. 
It is probable that these organizations will 
take charge of the funeral, 

Harry Francisco was born in New York 
State in February, 1840. Until three years 
ago he followed railroading. He was first a 
fireman on the New York Central road. then a 
Pullman conductor. Later he was given 
charge of the New York and Buffalo express, 
and for twenty years he held this posi- 
tion. On coming to py Sve Ind., he 
was given a train on the Monun, and was 
subsequently made trainmaster on the 
same road. Three years later he became 
trainmaster on the Ohio and Mississippi road. 
Four years ago he came to Chicago, and, 
after running a through train on the Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois road, he retired from 
active railroading en in the real 
estate ana building business here, 

He married in New York, and had one 
daughter, who is now the wife of Harry Gros- 
beck, 2 wealthy Wall street broker. His wife 
died only a few years after their marriage. He 
remained rip until three years „when 
he married Mrs. Holcomb of St. “Louis, a 
widow. His aged parents are still living at 
Chatham Center, N, Y. 

Mr, Francisco’s financial affairs are said to 
be in litigation. His attorney, J.C. Stetson, 
said yesterday that as faras he knew he had 
left no will or disposition of his property. 
Mr. Francisco was popula? everywhere. He 
was known by almost everybody in railroad 
circles, His face was a familiar one at all the 
leading hotels, where be loved to spend his 
time. His genial nature and fund of 
anecdotes made him a welcome guest in al- 
most every circle to which he was known,
